SOLDIEKS CAUGHT NAPPING 



Particulars of General Garza's Fierce 
Attack Upon the Surprised 
Government Troops. 



The Rebel Leader's Death Chansred the 
Current— Tardy Help From 
the Warships- 



MoillLB, Ala., March 14 — i'o night upon 
tho arrival of the etoamship Herald about 
sovon o'clock tho Regiator obtained from its 
correspondent at Boons del Toro, under dato 
of Maroh 8, the following dotails of tho 
attack on bbal) plaeo last Friday : A dtsper- 
ato attack wan made about four o'clock this 
morning by a band of robols undor General 
Girza upon tho Colombia troops quartered 
in the barrackB hero und tho bittlo waged 
fiercely for three hours, during which time 
the bullets How thick and faat and many of 
the principal buildings were riddled until 
they loc/ked like eievts. 

Tho barrack" Is a small frame shingle 
rno'od store and dwelling, situated in tho 
contro of tho city. Tho Btoro of John Wil- 
son & Co. is fifty feet north, John H D. 
Finke's store is directly aoroBB tho atreot, 
about forty foob awuy. Tho soldiers woro 
asloop upstairs, whllo their guns and 
ammunition were downstairs, the steps 
buing on tho outalde of the buildiDg, thereby 
exposing the eoldiorB to tho lire of tho rebels 
as iney ran downstairs to secure their arms. 

As to tho landing of the rebels, no definite 
information can be learned as to how, whon 
or where thoy landod. Tho general supposi- 
tion is that they lunded from n schooner at 
or noar a point on Coluiubua islund known 
as " Hig Bight," From this point they 
marched through tho swamp a distance of 
three miles to Bocas del Toro. Tho mad on 
tho Bhocs of tho dead men proves thia to bo 
a fact. Aa they marched along each gov- 
ernment sentinel was in turn mado a pris- 
oner. At tho outposts were policemen 
armed with olubs. 

It was 4 o'olock a.m. whon &»rieral G.iui 
ai-d about ten men opourd tii u or, th- 
birraoks from tho Fink i-MMtag lurnia the 
street. Tho firat man to m«ci nt« death -War. 
the government sentinel n> ihe barruaks 
As the first shoU w»re tired the accond 
lieutenant who Wob in command ran out on 
the ffzl gaiiory and met a similar fate. 
The r"b»ls advanced and kept up a constant 
fi'C upon tho barracks, where tho soldiers 
wcro untrappod, as the aca was behind them. 
The regulars made a desperate rush down 
Btairs for their arms and commenced to ro- 
ture tho firo. Tho troops opened fire upon 
tho equad of rebelc, who wero firing from 
tho second Btory of Fink's building, and 
actually riddled the houso. 

Gail!) continually ihoti'eit to the r/ovorn- 
ment troops. " Sufrender yotl fools." He 
woo hoard to say in Erfgli«h, " Tho soldiere 
are shooting high," and he, ran downstairs, 
where he met hie death. Ho was fonnd 
doad not more than fifty feet from the bar- 
racks. When the rcDolo lost their leader 
they loBt their cause. Thi-y had the beau 
of the buttle until daylight ; tben the gov- 
ernment soldierB, Beeing tho enemy not 
nearly bo strong as they supposed, ruBhed 
from the death trap and fjrcsd tho enemy 
to rotroat. Once getting their opponents on 
tho run they purBued them with renewod 
cnorgy and deadly elfect, shooting them to 
death in tho atreeta, dragging them from 
houses and ohasing the remaining low into 
tho swamp. 

Tho U.S. cruiser Atlanta wob throe mileB 
from tho city during tho fight. She heard 
no report of the firing in the morning, 
although hor lights were visible from tho 
horo, No effort waa made to communicate 
with her until sovon o'clook. Just aa a 
small boat alarted to hor ahe weighed anchor 
and steamed away to hor practico grounda. 
Tho stoam launch Maaoot was sent to the 
American couaul to await tho roturn of tho 
Atlanta to her auohorage. Sho hove in 
eight about 5 o'clock iu tho afternoon. 
Aa soon aa tho commander of 
the Atlanta learned tho facts, without 
a momenta delay each oflioer wai called and 
given instrtioLinna. In a few minutes all 
was busy on the ship. A steam launch was 
lowerod, a Galling gun waa put on board, 
and with threo boats In tow, containing 
aoventy-fivo marines, Bocaa dol Toro waa 
reached at 8 o'clock in tho ovoning. Tho 
looters from tho Atlanta rondorod valuablo 
lid to Dr. Foubs, an American doctor, at- 
tending tho dying and wounded men and 
women. 

Gurza and his men woro iu hont oi the 
room occupied by Moaars. Karauseman and 
Fonts, in the aocond Btory of tho Kink build 
ing. How tho lattor escaped, no ono can 
tell, Thoy could not got out of their rooms, 
and were compelled to stand thia awful firo 
for nearly throe hours. Kvery bottlo of 
modiciuo in Dr. Fouss' room waa blown to 
atoms. Too dootor, however, waa soon 
about among tho woundod rolioving their 
aufferinge. 

Fivo of the Colombian Boldiers woro dead 
and several aro woundod. Fivo of tho robols 
aro dead and thirty-tivo taken prisonors. 
Tho ollicers of tho Atlanta are not inclined 
to believe that tho Garzi killed waa tho 
notorious bandit of tho Rio Grande. They 
Bay ho never would havo made un attack 
with so small a forco of mon. Notwith- 
standing their idoa, he was idontifiod by ono 
of hin followero and Bovoral men who know 
him In Mexico. A young man who wae his 
friend in Costa Rica said it waa nono other 
than Gen. Gary. i. Ho is a tall man with 
hair just turning gray, about fifty years of 
age. Ho and his oomradea wore buried bo- 
fore tho Atlanta marines oamo ashore. 

Mrs Kurt, who lived next to the barracks 
on the south, was painfully wounded in tho 
leg and her three yoar old child was shot in 
tho f ice, tlio ball going into the cheek and 
passing through tho mouth. Tho Atlanta's 
aurgoon extracted tho ball from Mrs. Kurt's 
leg. Two other women and a little boy 
wero wounded by balls passing through tho 
houses. Nono of thcBO aro badly injured. 

Tho steamer Premier is expected from 
Colon at any moment with relnforcemonte 
for tho government troopa. General Garza 
wae r.upposcd to havo about eighty mon. 
Tho govornment; troopB mado a good game 
fight undor disadvantages and dooorvo 
credit. 



LI HUNG CHANG'S MISSION. 

He Need Not Heturu to China if Not Success- 
ful— Chinese Force Flghtlnc en 
Korean Border. 

Paris, Maroh 14 — The Europoan edition 
cf. the Herald will publish to-morrow this 
dispatch dated at Shanghai to diy : "It Is 
reported that Li Hung Chang Is instructed 
to consent to an indemnify ; also, if neces- 
sary, to a cession of territory. The Japan- 
oee will ccoupy Manchuria, Shan Tung 
promontory and l'ormoaa. Tho indemnity 
will bo guaranteed by tho customs and will 
be paid quiDquenuially. China is also ready 
to aurrender her southern equadron now 
hiding in Nankiog. The Emperor and 
dowager Empreas warned Li Hung ChaDg 
that lio need not return unless suoccaEful. 
They npbraided him for concoaling from 
them the doplorablo condition of China, 
which they eaid, might easily havo boon 
viotorloua if properly prepared " 

London, March 14 — The Central Nows 
correspondent in Tokto telegraphs : " Some 
10,000 Chineao attacked the outpoats of 
Chiulio, near tho border of Korea, on tho 
morning of tho 1 1 h. They woro repulsed 
with h".a--'y losses and were pursued. An- 
other Chinese forco 1,0(10 strong mado un 
attack upon tho JapaneBO roar und loft 
flink, but wore repulsed with a Iobb of 70. 
1'he Japanoae loss woa six wounded." 



TROUBLE IN PENNSYLVANIA. 

A Town Under Military Control to Prevent a 
Threatened Lynching. 

Winchester, Pa., Maroh 14.— For the 
soooud time ainco the war Winchester is 
practically under military control. On tho 
5th instant Thornton Parker, colored, was 
arrested for attempting a criminal aBsault 
on Mrs. Melton, a respoctablo married lady 
of noar Middleton, thia county. Parkor, 
aftor being fully ide-.M£ad >\8 thu !'-««ilant 
waa lodged in jail h^re and iedicred on 
Monday by a speciu; p-und jury and 
his trial sot for to-morrow. Throats 
of lynching have been made, and tho negroes 
of this city have expressed their intention 
roBOue tho negro and burn the town, 
Sa;i|jii'SDcd excitement and indignation have 
boen manifeptod for several days, especially 
whon tho negroes paraded the town in 
groups on Tuesday night, and were dis- 
banded by the police force. Tho municipal 
officers therefore decided to place tho city 
under military protcotion to-night. Three 
companiea, of Beventy three mon each, of 
the Second Virginia regiment, undor oom- 
mund of Col. J G. Biker, arrived hero on 
tho 7:30 p.m. train, and are virtually in 
charge. 

EXODUS OF NEGROES. 

A Colony Gathered From the Mississippi 
About to Leave for Africa. 

Philadelphia, March 14.— Tho Danish 
steamer Horsa sailed from here thia evening 
for Savannah, having been chartered by the 
international mlgratitn society to take 
about 200 negro colonists .'rom Savannah to 
Moravia, Liberia. The steamer is under 
command of Captain Homy Weiborg. The 
emigrants will be acoompanied by an agent 
of the sooiety. Tho Horea will probably 
arrive at Savannah on Sunday and if pos- 
sible sail for Liberia the same day. The 
sooiety has organized its firBt party of emi- 
grants with great care,selecring them mainly 
from th« M tsaieaippi valley. In making 
the selections, only mon, both single 
and married, of good physical condition, have 
beon choson an«t permitted to join. Married 
mon will be accompanied by their wives and 
families, and tho sooiety has arranged to 
give tho unmarried coloniBts ten acres of 
land and tho married ones twenty five acroB 
upon their arrival in Liberia. The Liborlan 
govornment will sheltor the colonists for 
threo months, until thoy have built their 
own homea. Good mochanica, carpenters 
especially, it is claimod can havo plenty of 
work at good wages, while those familiar 
with farm work can engage in coffee growing

VANCOUVER. 

Vancouver, March 14.— A. H. Pollard, a 
Bottler from Bella Coola at present in this 
city, reports all prosperous at New Norway. 
There is room for fifty additioi al o tlora in 
the pre-empted oootion. The settlers aro all 
contented and hard at word. 

The Vancouver opera houao will bo includ- 
ed in Helig'a thoatrical clrouit, provided a 
sufficient guarantee of so much a month is 
obtained from the oitlzena. Mr. Evun- 
TnomaB will be retained in the management. 

The A O U'W. wore in secret session all 
day yesterday. A large number of delegates 
were prosent from all parts of the provinco. 

A Vancouver High school voluntoor corps 
ia boing organoid. The company will be 
drilled by the present instructors of tho B. 
C B.G A.

Fif- 
teen more men will be put on tho work at 
once. 

NELSON. 

(From tho Tribune) 

The total ahipmonts for the Slocan, Aina- 
worth and Trail Crook minos for February 
wero valued at $123,402 ; for tho first week 
of March they wero S'JS.OUO. 

Preparations aro being made at tho Silver 
King to increase the working force to sixty 
men. It is tho intention of tho manage- 
ment to begin shipping ore at once, the ship- 
moots to be regular and continuous. Mine 
manager Jordan has boon succeed od by M. 
S. Davys, of Nelson, and Mr. Jordan has 
gone back to England. 

The Lo Roi ia opened to a greater depth 
than any other mine in Kootonay. The 
working shaft ia .'itiO foot deep. Tho bottom 
of tho shaft is in ore tha full width. 

Tho Alamo concentrator, on Carpenter 
crock bolow Threo Forks, is in successful 
operation as far aa the machinery goes. 
Fight of tho twelve jigs aro running, and 
one of tho four elimo cables. Six hundred 
and twenty-five tons of Alamo ore has boon 
run through, which yielded 207i tons of 
concentrates that run 152 3-10 ounces silver 
and 52 per cont. load, The middlings only 
assay six ounces silver, which ia good proof 
that little is lost in concentration. The 
manager, Nathaniel D. Moore, says that 
there need bo no doubt as to whether or not 
the low grade ores of tho Slocan can be con- 
centrated. The Alamo concentrator has 
proved that they oan bo. 

A aad accident occurred at Pilot Bay on 
Wednesday morning. In which Octave 
Dubois, employed as oiler in the concentra 
tor, lost his right hand. Ho waa engaged 
In cleaning a set of rollers that had become 
obstructed with some pieces of ore, when he 
lost his footing and fall, his hand Roing Into 
the rolls Dubois is from tho neighborhood 
of Colville. 

The Slocan Star mine shipped 500 tons in 
February. Aa much more will be shipped 
this month, if the sleigh road from the mine 
to Threo Forks holds out. Manager White 
says that if the road will only hold out until 
April 10, tho shipmonts from tho mine will 
uggrogato .'5,000 tons — moro ore than has 
been shipped from any other mine in Kooto- 
nay. 

John M. Burke haa aecured two promising 
pioceB of ground in Trail Crook district, and 
he loft Rossland on Friday for Butte, Mon- 
tana, whore ho will try and raise capital to 
devc-lop them, Butte being tho only place in 
the West that has money to put in minos. 
(From tho Minor.) 

The re-arrangemont of the Ministry will 
probably give satisfaction to tho provinco at 
large. Mr. Turnor ia a man reepocted and 
liked by all, and wo aro agrooably surprised 
that he Is patriotic onough to givo his atten- 
tion to hiB country before his buainesB. Not 
long ago, he wished on isocount of tho grow- 
ing pressuro of his private affnira to givo up 
politics entirely. Mr. Kborts, tho now 
Attorney-General, is a general favorite. Ho 
is tho senior membor of an important firm of 
solicitors and barristers, and it is to be hoped 
that hie health, which lately Ins ofton com- 
pelled his retirement from privato business, 
will improvo so as to enable him to dovoto 
his attention to ati'aira of Btato. 

On Friday evening Mr. Neil Mclnnrs and 
Miss Mary Murray, both of Threo Forks, 
wero married in tho parlor of tho Nelson 
holol by Rev. (ieorgo H. Morden. 

Mr. Munn, president of tho Kaslo-Slocin 
railway, was in Nelson on Sunday and left 
on Tuesday morning for Spokane. Ho was 
vory roticont on tho matter of tho lino, but 
appeared to have uo doubt as to its oarly 
commencement. 

Tho C. iV. K. S. Navigation company havo 
commenced work on thoir now steamor at 
Nakusp, She will bo 170 foot long and 
capablo of currying .'100 tons of ore. 

James Wes'gats waB committed by tho 
magistrates at Rossland to stand his trial 
for the murder of Hugh MoLaughlin and 
now lies in tha Nelson gaol awaiting trial. 
It is said that during hif temporary con- 
linumont at Rossland and on tho road horo 
ho had moro than ono chanco of escape, but 
refused them, relying on British justico to 
moto out to him a just punishment. 



BEWARE OF THE LION. 

(Mail and Empire.) 
It sooma that certain of tho Miniatera 
havo boon drawing attontion to tho circum- 
atanoo that Mr. Laurlor and Sir Richard 
Carbwrlght do nob appoar together on tho 
samo platform, At Sarnia a fow days ago 
Sir Riohard made tho roply that it was not 
necessary to hunt in couples. " WoIvoh," 
that is to say, tho Miuistore, "go in p icks, 
whereas lions," Sir Richard and Mr. L.u- 
rier, " go alone." Tho rotort, if wo leave 
out of tho quostion tho dolioato referonoo to 
tho wolves, and courteously forgot that tho 
lion roars with unnocoesary force and ia 
somewhat stealthy in tho management of 
his marauding expeditions, was in Borne ro- 
spoots happy. At tho oamo timo it iu a pity 
that Sir Riohard in his leonino capacity is 
not so far alouo as to bo ablo to oludo the 
reporter who peralsta in printing his 
speeches. 

Tho deliverance in whioh Sir Richard ro- 
presonta hitriHolf as tho king of boasts is no 
doubt a vory fair samplo of tho intellectual 
material upon which lio ifl fooding tho oleo- 



tora in various part3 of tho country. Ab the 
outaob lb contained the ouatomary blue ruin 
announcement. " i'ou know that our an- 
nual expenditnro verges on §40,000.000, 
and thut wo aro in very imminent peril of 
a deficit of $6,000,000." As a matter of fact 
the expenBea average §36,000,000. Of that 
total the sum of oight millions ia spont on 
railways and the post oflico, from whioh 
sources we got a revenue whioh almost 
covers the outlays Tho railway expendi- 
tures are larger than those duiiog Sir Rich- 
ard's regime, for the reason that wu have in 
tho Government roads threo times tho 
mileago and threo times tho passenger 
and freight traffic. Aud tho postal ex- 
penditures have grown bieiuse we 
havo twice as many post offices and carry 
threo times us many letters. Sir Richard 
might well have pointed iIiobo facta out. He 
ooalrl also havo added that tho Canadian 
P.iifio, which Mr. Mackenzio wan building 
when he wenb out cf offico, haa augmented 
our debt and interest ; that the Indian 
treaties, rightly entered into, for tho most 
p,rt in Mr. Mackenzlo'a time, cost ua a mil- 
lion a year ; that the NorthweBt hos oaat 
upon us somo expense, and thab that coun- 
try returns us a revonue. A fow such fao b 
would certainly havo pub the gallant 
knight's audience in a better frame of mind. 
Tho story about tho deficit of six millions 
could also hivo been left out. Ib was no 
doubb tho result of in ablo and impartiul 
guess. Still, Sir Riohard has the figures 
before him so far as they havo 
gone, and ho knows as well as tho reBt 
of ua that tho expenditures for tho 
eight months of tho fiscal year wero §22,- 
315,000 and the income §21,804,000. Sub- 
tract and add ua he will, Sir Richard oannot 
make tho dofiolency to duto moro than §.'!50,- 
000, nor oan he honeatly boliovo that in tho 
next four months it will grow, as his com- 
putation inferB, by five millions and a half. 
Sir Richard, it will bo romombered, taxed 
to* and oolleo, and then incurred a deficit of 
a million and a half a year. Tho preaent 
Govornment lays on no such imposts, and 
oomos out far hotter than Sir Richard cvor 
did. That Mr. Foster is right in preferring 
a small deficiency to a surplus producod by 
tho taxing of tho food of tho peoplo tho vaBt 
majority of us will boliove. " You know," 
Sir Richards proceeds, " that our r?al tax- 
ation is §60,000,000, and thab a huge 
percentage of tho vory flower of 
tho youth of Canada havo sought 
refuge in exile." Tho aotual taxation 
is §29,000,000, or §5.111 per head. Thie 
Is Bixty cents moro than in 1S75, when 
Sir Riohard ruled, at which timo wo had no 
Canadian Pacifio, no Northwest, no experi- 
mental farms, no enlargod canals, and for 
too many of our peoplo no work and no in- 
come. It is absolutely true that too many 
of our people have gone to tho United States. 
Bub Sir Richard himself drove a largo pro- 
portion of them there. Mr. Joly tells tho 
story in the memorandum ho placed before 
tho Agricultural Commlttoe of the House of 
Commons in 1876. "A groat number of our 
people," ho wrote, " leave our part of tho 
country evory year for the factories in the 
Statea, and will continue to do so as long as 
we oannot givo them work." Mr. Joly 
urged Sir Richard, aa Finance Minister, to 
adopt a measuro of protection that the 
people might romain. Nothing, how- 
ever, came of the humane efforts then 
made by that gentleman and othor Lib- 
erals to stay the exodus. And hero we 
are blamed for the exodua by bho politician 
whoso policy produced it, and invited to re- 
turn to tho conditions which, according to 
Mr. Joly, made lb ao acute. Tho moab re- 
markable feature of Sir Richard's Sarnia 
deliverance ia his aoriea of faota rotating to 
agricultural protection. Some good Liber- 
ate have advanced the theory that tho next 
Cartwright tariff ought not to be thorough 
In ita free trade charaoter, but should leave 
a little protection hero and a little thore. 
Sir Riehird, however, replies: "This ia 
not a case tor half measures, and you have 
in tho fate of tho Democratic party in the 
United Statea a warning and an oxamplo of 
the doom which will overtake any party 
which pah era with ita convictiona, and, 
having placed itsolf at the head of a great 
popular movement, will offer the peoplo u 
atono inatead of bread." Wo aro to have, 
it will be soon, free trade aa they 
have ib in England, nob by instalments 
but In tho lump. Many of the farmers who 
hoard Sir Richard no doubt foarod tho con- 
sequences. But the gallant knight was 
thero to convince them that tho experiment 
would be entirely satisfactory, and he 
entered upon his task with all tho courage 
of the lion. It appears that the Finance 
Minister said in one of his speeches that 
under the last free trade experiment our 
farmers suffered from tho vast importation 
of agricultural products for homo consump- 
tion. For example, in 1877 thero wero im- 
ported §16,000,000 worth of such products, 
and In 1878 §15,000,000 worth ; wheroua In 
189,'i, under protection, tho importa of 
American farm products had dropped to 
§2,741,000. Sir Richard hazards tho opinion 
that these figures are fallacioua. The farm 
products under tho freo trade system, he 
says, wero not imported for homo conBump 
tion, bub "for the express purpose of 
ro exporting them to England." Of 
ootiree, if they had merely passed 
through tho country to tho bou they would 
havo had no influence upon our markets. 
But tho hundred thousand Grangers who in 
1S77 petitioned parliament for relief, and 
were promptly turned away by Sir Richard, 
did not think that tho products represented 
a moro transit trade. They know full well 
tha* immediately thero wua a drop in Amer- 
ican prlc s, tho grain or whatever the pro- 
duct ulloated happened to ho was shipped 
ovor to Canada to cut off tho profita of the 
Canadian farmer. What is moro, tho official 
returns, proparod by Sir Riohard himself, 
toll exactly what products wero imported to 
be re-oxportod, and what wero importod for 
our own markets. Sir Richard shows in hia 
trade and navigation returns for 1S7S that 
there waa brought in wheat to tho valuo of 
$4,846,000; Hour, $2,944,000; meats, $1, 
0.82,000 ; applos, §20.3,000 ; lard, §265,000 
catlo, §221,000, and ao on— all for horn 
consumption. Ib ia certainly a long time 
Binco tho system of throwing tho Amorican 
surplus upon our market prevailed, and 
some among ub may have forgotten tho oh'- 
cumstanco. But tho figures aro in the 
blue books and oannot be erased. 

Freo trado as they havo it in England 
will, wo may ho sure, reintroduce the diffi 
cutties against whioh, undor Io»b threaten 
ing conditiona outside, tho Grangora In 
Ontario and Mr. Joly in (Juoboo so oarnoat- 
ly protested in 1877. We oannot ufford to 
return to such straitB. There aro vast 
agricultural interestB horo. Thoy must not 
be handiouppod by tho Chicago packers or 
tho Westorn whoat-growora. Nor must our 
industrial moasia ho drivou from tho factor- 
ies or from their homes.

A BY-LAW 

Authorizing tho Expenditure of a sum of 
$10,000, Borrowed undor tho 
Authority of tho " Cromutory By- 
Law," No. 127, for Lightint? Bur- 
poses. 

WHEREAS undor and by vlrtuo of section 11 
of Tho Municipal Act Amendment Act, 1891, 
tho Coiporatlon of tho City of Victoria is om- 
poworod, when it shall havo a sum of money 
on hand which has been borrowed for a special 
purpose by tho authority of a loan by-law, and 
when tho Council dooms it undesirable to ex- 
pend for such purposo the money borrowed, to 
placo before tho ratepayers a bylaw providing 
for tho expending of such bum of money for 
somo other purpoeo ; 

And WHEREAS tho said Corporation of tho 
City of Victoria has a gum of ton thousand 
dollars on hand which has boon borrowod for 
tho purpoeo of establishing a cromatory by tho 
authority of a loan by-law known aa tho 
" Cromatory By-Law," No. 127 ;

Whkheas tho Firo Dopartmont of tho City 
of Victoria, tho number of Firo Halls. and tho 
means and appliances at Its disposal as tho 
samo at prosent exist aro considered to bo In 
adequate to tho proper protection of property 
in tho said City from damage by flro. especially 
in the suburban portions of tho said City ; 

And WHEREAS it is doomed expodlont and 
necessary to Improvo tho sorvico of tho Fire 
Department within tho Municipal limits of 
tho City of Victoria, nnd for thut purposo to 
raiso by way of loan upon tho credit of tho 
Bald City tho sum of $19,030.00; 

And WHEREAS It will requiro tho sum of 
$1 195.00 to bo raised annually by rate for pay 
mont of tho now dobt and intorest ; 

And whereas the wholo ratable land and 
Improvements or real proporty of tho said Cor 
porntion of tho City of Victoria according to 
tho last revised aspesBinont roll for tho year 
1S0I is $15,559,370.00 ;

currency (or sterling monoy at tho rate of 
1.803 dollars to tho ono pound sterling), 
and to cause all such Bums so raised or ro- 
coived to bo paid into tho hands of tho 
Treasurer of tho said Corporation, for tho pur- 
pose and with tho object hcroinboforo recited. 

Sec. 2, It shall bo lawful for tho said Mayor 
to causo any number of debentures to bo

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ELECTION DAY ASSAULT. 



Result of Mr- Theodore Lubbe'a Trial 
Before Mr Justice Drake 
Yesterday. 

A Fine of Twenty-Five Dollars Consid- 
ered by His Lordship to 
Meet the Case. 



Thero was considerable interest takon by 
the public in the election day assault case 
yesterday, when Mr. Theodore Lubbe had a 
speedy trial before Mr. Justice Drako for 
assaulting Mr. J. Keith Wilson, one of the 
eindidates for tho mayoralty. The charge 
was to tho effect that Theodore Lubbe on 
tho 17-h d ly of January, being tho day of 
the municipal election in this city, unlaw 
fully did assault one James Keith Wilson, 
contrary to subjection (2) of section 2(53 of 
the criminal code of 1892 

Tnis particular seotion reads : 
" Evoryono is guilty of an iudiotable of 
fence and liable to two years' imprisonment 
who on any day whereon any poll for any 
election, parliamentary or municipal, is bu 
log proceeded with, within the distance of 
two miles from the placo where Buah poll it 
takon or held, assaults or beats any person.' 

The acousod, who pleaded not guilty, wus 
defend, d by Hon. C. E. Pooley, Q.C., Mr. 
A. 6 Smith, deputy attorney-gonoral, ap 
pearing for the orown. 

James Keith-W ileon, tho complainant, 
was the first witnoas sworn. Ho said : !( 
know the accused ; remember the oleotion 
hold on January 17 ; tho polling pluce for 
mayor and aclioul truatoos waB at tho city 
police court ; I w»a a candidate for mayor 
On tho morning of eloction I was standing 
in the hall loading to tho polling place when 
about 9 or 10 o'clock defendant entered the 
hall ; I was to tho best of my knowledge 
Btanding in the hallway at trie foot of trie 
inside steps ; thero might have boen 
half a dozen pooplo in tho hill 
at that time ; I remembered some 
of thorn, among them Mr. Cartmel, 
polico constable Redgrave and Mr. Manners; 
there wore tbreo or four others ; I do not 
recolleoc their names ; I stood on the right 
side of the hall going in and was leaning 
against tho wall ; I was talking to Mr. Cart- 
mel, who stood opposite ; Mr. Cartmel was 
nearer tho outer door than I ; constable 
Redgrave was standing noar the entranco to 
the court room j Mr. Lubbe came 
into the hall from tho right hand 
Bide and I did not seo him till he had 
entered ; Mr. Cartmel said to Mr. Lubbe 
"Good morning, Mr. Lubbe"; Mr. Cartmel 
was tho first perutm to meet Mr. Lubbe. Mr. 
Cartmel then aaid something abouc being a 
candidate for school truBtee ; then Mr 
Lubbo turn" d to mo and said " Damn you " 
I aBked, "What is that you say?" or 
words to that effect ; then Lubbo aaid "You 

you lied about me In the 

papers this mornina," and thereupon Btruok 
mi with Mb closed fist on tho upper lip ; the 
effjet of tho blow was to cm -nd bru'se tho 
lip, causing ic to swell and lu-n black and 
blue; some portion of tho mark is Ufa 
yet ; tho blow knocked tnn down ; 
Bomo one helped me up, 1 don't jjst know 
who, aa I was confused ; I Wus an my knees 
and remembor that the knees of my trowsers 
had dirt on them from comicg in contaot 
with the floor or steps ; the policeman 
stepped in and prevented the defendant 
from hitting mn again which ho was appar- 
ently going to do ; whoever helped me up 
put on my hat ; then accused said to me that 
if he had been at tho meeting the night be- 
fore he would have broken my damned 
neck, and that if ho bad had a chanoe be 
fore ho would have killed me for what I 
Slid about him and the waterworks ; I don't 
remember anything further. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Pooley : I did not 
see Mr. Lubbe before ho came in ; I did not 
hold out my hand and smilingly Bay " good 
morning " to Mr. Lubbo. 

" Did yon ask T. Burnos, jr., afterwards 
what he thought of tho occurrence ? " 

"I don't remember what I did at that 
particular time, but I may have aBked sev- 
eral people." 

" Did Mr. Burnes tell you you had said 
' good morning ' and hold out your hand to 
Mr. Lubbe ? " 

" I don't remember." 

" Were you knocked down by tho blow !" 
" Ves. I went down on my knees on tho 

11..-.." 

Witness also repaated that Mr. Lubbo 
had uaod tho objectionable words Btated. 

" You did not pick up your hat ?" 

" I believe not. I think some ono put it 
on my head." 

"If you were Btanding with your b;ick 
ngiinat tho wall how aould you fall on your 
knpp» ?" 

" Bacaueo I was knockod down I Hupposo. 
I saw Dr. Holmckon aftor tho occurrence, 
when ho came into tho hall to vote, but I 
don't think I asked him to look at my lip. 
He Baw ib and said it was very much 
swollen." 

" Dr. Helmckcn is wrong thon when ho 
said in tho polico court you showed him 
your lip" ? 

" Ho was not exaotly wrong, for I spoko 
to him and ho told mo to put some witch- 
hazel on it. I did not put on sticking 
plaster, but some lint and witch-hazel. I 
did not point out my lip to everybody, but 
may have spoken about it to a number of 
people. I had addressed a mooting tho 
nighb before at the city hall. I don'f know 
whothor I alluded to tho Esquimalt Water 
works Co. by namo, but don't think I did. 
I am told that, Theodore Lubbo is manager 
of tho Eaquimalt watorworka, but don't 
know of my own knowledge." 

His Lordship— " Then you don't beliovo 
tho man who told you " 

" Yes, I boliovo Mr Lubbo is tho man- 
ager of tho company." 

To Mr. Pooley — "1 did not at tho meet- 
ing refor to the Esquimalt watorworka as 
an abBolutoly rotten concern." 

" Did you apeak of tho Esquimalt Water- 
works Cjmpany as getting up a gigantic 
swindle on tho city—?" 

" 1 did not." 

" By trying to unload tho watorworka on 
tho city- J" 
" I say no." 

"And that you were tho man tbati saved 
the «ity from thiB gigantic awindlo ? " 
" I did not." 

" I suppose you folt sorious effects from 
tho blow all day ? " 

" I was in bod all tho week from tho 
effects." 

"1 know Mart Egan. I romombor tele- 
phoning to him to aomoard Beo mo that day. 
I did not toll Eg in that tho assault by Lub- 
bo would bo a good thing for mo and got mo 
lots of votes." 

" Did you ask Egan to got out dodgoro 
with tho account of tho assault to sond all 
over tho oity ?" 

"No." 

" Did you tell Egan to sit down and you 
would diotato to him what was to go in the 
dodger J" 

"No." 

" Did you ask Egan te pub up a bulletin 
at tho Times ofiico and ono at Campbell's 
corner ?" 

"I don't remember anything of tho kind 



nor did I tell him anything to that efLci. I 
did not afterwards in the committee room 
get uo the dodger." 

"Was it done by your instructions? I 
don't know. I think it was suggested to mu 
by my friends " 

Mr. Pooley then read tho following dodgor 
that appeared on election day : 

A MOUTHFUL OF ESQUIMALT WATER. 
Mr. J. Iveith- Wilson, candidate for i ho may- 
oralty, w.ih standing tn iho hallway of tho city 
hall this morning, when Mr. Lubbe, of tho Ms 
qulmalt Water Works Co., camo up to him, 
sworoathlm aud st'tick Mr. Wilson in tho 
mouth and Bald: "Last night I would have 
broken your nock for what you Biiidabjutrao 
and tho wator works." Follow oiti/.jnB, vote for 
Keith- Wilson aud koop down rowdyism. 

Mr. W ilson — " I romomber the dodger ; 
I first found ono in my pookot ; the particu- 
lars of the assault in it are those I gave 
out." 

Mr. Pooley, reading tho dodger, — 
" Follow ciiizsns : Voto for Keith Wil- 
son and keep down rowdyism, Well they 
did not follow that advice did they ? " 
" I did not give the advioo." 
To Mr. Smith — " I never made ubo cf 
tho words ' gigantic swindle ' as asserted; 
I spoko of an opposition wator company but 
novor montionod Mr. Lubbe's name during 
tho whole campaign ; I hardly knew him ; 
I am opposed to the city taking over the 
E quimalt waterworks as it would be bad 
for the oity when they have a wator supply 
of their own ; members of tho waterworks 
ompany are my friends." 

Mr. l'ool"y asked if at tho meeting on tho 
16th, Mr. Wilson had UBed the following 
expression takon from tho Colonist report : 
" He (Mr. WiIbod) hud gone in for tho im- 
provement of our water upon a practical, 
common aenso plau which moant a saving of 
$50,01)0 to tho city, and all this ory ogainst 
him was simply because ho declined to bo 
led by the noao aud consent to tho working 
olTof a rival scheme — tho unloading of au 
opposition water system upon the oity." 

Mr. Wilaon roplled th*t tho report waa 
[uito correct. 

Dr. J. D. Helmoken, tho nexb witneas, 
said : " I saw Mr Wilaon at the oity hall 
on eloction day when 1 wont to vote ; he 
was in the hallway ; Mr. Wilson showed 
me his lip ; 1 aaw it had a contusion and 
told him to put a little witohhazol on it. I 
had no conversation with him as to the 
cauae at that time ; I did not see if the lip 
was cut, for I did not examine it ; it was 
rather badly swollen. 

Diniel Cartmel, sworn ; I was with Mr. 
Wilaon all day on eloction day ; I saw Mr. 
Lubbo come into tho hall at half-past nine. 
Mr. Wilson and I were standing in tho hall- 
way ; I cannot exaotly remembor our posi- 
tions, but Mr. Wilson was Btanding with his 
back against ono of tho opon doors as fir as 
I can recollect. I cannot say if Mr. Wilson 
could see Mr. Lubbe coming ; Mr. Lubbo 
passed between ua ; I addresaod Mr. Lubbo, 
saying "Good morning, Mr. Lubbe," to the 
beat of my roeollecli.m. I Bald " Don't for- 
get my namo stands first," jokingly refer- 
ring to tho fact that it was first on tho list 
c indifiates for school trusteo ; Mr. Lubbo 
id, " Cartmijl, you need not remind 
n o of that." I cannot say if Wilson spok 1. 
I he next momont Lubbo aaid to Wtlao. 
" What do you aj.y" '.' I think he went ol : 
" You lioil about mo in tho piper this morn- 
ing," hu', I would not swoar to it. The 
whole occurred so rapidly. I waB not well 
at the tlmo, and was Bomewhat confuaed. 
I think Wilson then aaid : " What do you 
say ! " and the next thing I aaw was Lubbu's 
arm passing ovor my shouldor. I had my 
back to Mr. Wilson, and did not seethe 
blow. When I looked round tho position of 
Mr. Wilson had not obanged, except that 
he was picking up bis hat. I saw Redgrave 
Btanding by the entrance to tho polico court ; 
tho officer came down and passed botwoen 
Wilson and Lubbe, and pushed Lubba back. 
I don't remember Lubbe using any other 
language. He may have. Lubbe romarked 
as ho went away : " Attend to your own 
concerns," and if I recolloot, said something 
about fast houBOB, but what ho said I could 
not cay. 

Henry Charles Manners, aworn : I was in 
tho hall before Lubbe came in ; Wilaon waa 
standing against the wall at the right hand 
side going in ; 1 aaw Cartmel about the 
centre of tho h&ll opposite Wilson ; I atood 
by the magistrate's door ; I hoard someone 
Bay " good morning "; Lubbo aworo at Wil- 
son and seemed excited and said about tho 

meeting of the night before: " , 

you, if I'd been there I'd have broken your 
neck." Lubbo struck Wilson over Cartmol'B 
shoulder ; Wilson fell on hla knees ; he was 
not quite against tho wall and fell partly 
on the stairB ; his hat fell off when ho foil ; 
Redgrave just then eimo out of the court- 
room and seeing tho trouble told them to 
stop it ; Lubbo wont into tho hall and said 
to Wilaon, " You — — — , I ought to 
have killed you " Wilson partly got up and 
someone helped him up ; I saw his lip swol- 
len from the i Ifocta of the blow. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Pooley, witness 
waB asked if ho was suro Wilaon was knock- 
ed down by tho blow. 

" Ho kind of foil when struck. Ho might 
have trot his foot against tho step aud fallen; 
Mr. Lubbo struck with tho right hand I 
think ; am quite euro Wilson foil over ; 
whether trying to dodge or not. I can't say ; 
aftor tho blow Mr. Wilson said, " This is a 
nico I liing to get from tho watorworka"; I 
cannot Bay who aaid "Good morning." 

Constablo Redgrave, sworn — I was pres- 
ent that day ; wbon Lubbo camo into tho 
hall I could not sav who spoko firet ; I heard 

Mr. Lubbo Bay " You , what 

did you lio about me in tho papers for," und 
at tho same time ho struck Wilson, who wuh 
knocked up against the wall and foil down 
on hla knees ; I helped him up and put on 
his hat. 

Cross examined by Mr. Pooley — I swear 
I picked up Mr. Wilson and put his hat on; 
the first words I heard woro tboso I aworo 
Mr. Lubbe said. 

This c!ojod tho evidence for tho prosecu- 
tion. 

Hon. Mr. Poolty in opening his case said 
that ho would show the groat provocation 
Mr. Lubbo had received and also would 
produce evidence that Mr. Wilson hud novor 
been knockod down. Five independent 
witnesses who hud offered tholr testimony 
would swear that Mr. Lubbo had not made 
use of such expressions ae had been alleged 
against him. It Wus only right to Bhow that 
Mr. Lubbo had not made use of the lan- 
gungo attributed to him, hut if tho ovidenco 
had been honeet tho defenco would not have 
asked to call a Binglo witneBB. 

Thomas Burnes, jr., sworn— On tho 17th 
of January I waa at tho entrance to the 
polico court, whon Mr. Lubbo camo in ; 
Mr. Wilson stood uour tho outer door and 
Mr. Cartmel f iced him ; after Mr. 
Lubbo came in Mr. Wllnon Baid 
"Good morning." Mr. Lubbo, who 
was talking to Mr. Cartmel, turned round 
and Baid to Wilson, " You infernal scound- 
rel, how daro you Bpnak to mo?" nnd roaoh- 
inc over Mr. Cartmol'B shouldor ho struck 
Mr. Wilson in tho mouth. Mr. Lubbo hold 
an umbrella and papers in his right hand 
und Btruck with his lefb. Mr. Wilson's 
hoad wont back ugainst tho wall and his hat 
toll off; ho stooped and picked up 
bis hat and said: "This is in. 
torosting " Wilson wub nob knocked 
down by the blow ; I will swoar 
that Rodgrovo did not pick him up nor did 
Rodgravo piok up tho hat ; I never Bpoko to

PERSONALITIES ARB NOT POLI- 
TICS. 

There ie no Recounting for the vagaries cf 
tlio local organ of tho Opposition. They are 
all abanrd, but some of thorn aro amusing as 
woll as nonsonsical. A croBS-roada poli- 
tician who is unable to tliatiuguiah between 
politics and personalities has discovered that 
fifteen or aixteon years ngo the Charlotte- 
town Patriot opposed the policy of protec- 
tion for Prince Elward ljland, and for that 
rouaon he jumps to the conclusion tbit it 
mine be wronr; uow for tho Victoria Colon- 
ist to favor protection. rbe editor 
of tho Times was co pleased with his cor- 
respondent's abmrdity that ho has adopted 
it and made tho fifteen-year old quotation 
from the Cbarlottotown Patriot the subj.et 
of a leading article. Such folly and su^h 
stupidity :.to to us utterly incomprehensible. 
Tho Ch ulottetown Patriot was no m.n'j 
personal organ, nei'her i." the V .:'.-» ia 
Colonist. is - hir> fote foolish well aa 
unprofessional to try to m ike opital out of 
the author«'i:p ol article a th it have appeared 
in either p per. 

Hut the Timm ittolc is u eful aa it 

hone, are unable to ieuru or to forget. 
Th"y cannot be made to understand that the 
tr-cfo pol cy hat huics one oi.u itiy ma.y ba 
unsuitable u another, and that what at one 
stage of a country's existeooe m y be a good 
trj.de policy , t:i iy at another s; -igy lie au t x- 
eeediug'y hid policy. Their leader's viows 
on thid ijuebtion are more elaa i , for fifteen 
yoars or eo ugo ho declare;! tha'. he was in 
Canada a model He protectionist, but if hii 
lived in li igland he would be a (irm I to 
trader. 

In 1S77, or thereabouts, agriculture in 
Prince Edward Idland had reached a high 
otsigo of development. There was raised on 
it not only eutFioiout f.irm produce to supply 
its inhabitants, but it hail, in proportion to 
ito population, a very large quantity-to ex- 
port. No one thought ol Bonding agricultural 
produce to that colony for, with tho single 
oxesption of flour, it would bavo been like 
Bunding coala to Newcastle. 

Hut Hritiah Columbia in in a very differ- 
ent position. The agricultural rueourcea of 
the Province have uot been developod to 
any considerable extont. lis fanners do 
not mine enough produce to supply the local 
demand. Ii iu the interest of the people of 
the Province of all occupations to do what 
they can to aid and encourago the farming 
and BtooU-raiaing industries. Consei|iiontly 
tho Hritioh Columbia farmers and stook- 
raiaoro should bo proteotod from 
tho competition of foreign farmers 
und utock-raiaera. That protection will 
coat tho consumers of the l'rovinco 
aomothing, but they will gladly pay tho 
price for they know that Uritish Columbia 
will novor thrivo aa it ought to thrlvo until 
it has a large rural population to supply 
them with food and to buy tho commoditiea 
which they manufacture and soli. 

Tho development cf the Province hitherto 
has not been symmetrical. Thero are too 
many people in tho townB and too fow in 
tho country for hoalthy development and 
atablo prosperity. In 1877 tho position of 
Prince Edward Island was in this 
respect exactly tho opposite of that 
of Britiah Columbia to-day. Princo 
Edward Island had then too many 
farmers in proportion to its population for 
ita propor development. British Columbia 
has too few. Does any aonaiblo man suppose 
that tho ismo trade policy It required for 
two provinocs so differently Bituatod. The 
Patriot, wo soo, vlowod tho trade question 
from a purely local standpoint. 

It ie encouraging, howovor, to aco our 
contomporory trying to raiBO a personal is- 
buo. It is o Buro oign that it foola that its 
position cannot be sustained by fairly dis- 
cussing tho trudo question on its merits. 
Thero is a olass of politicians, oompoaod of 
by no moans tho Btrongest or tho wiBost 
mon of their party, who, when they feel that 
they are worsted in argumont, resort to per- 



sonalities. But their taotios do nob 
strengthen their position or help their cause. 

MISOHIB VO US MISREPRESENT A • 
TION. 

It la a pity that tho organ of the Opposi- 
tion considers it its interest to mlarepreaent 
tho Cfovornmenb on all ocoaBionB and on 
evory aubj ot. Ita persistent and unvary- 
ing untruthfulness benefits neither itself nor 
tho party for which it speaks. 

If thoro ia ono subject more than an- 
other that requires to be treated impartially 
and without reference to party, it ia 
the aottlemeut of tha wild lunds of 
the l'rovinco. Ib is to the interost 
of oil Its inhabitants that immigrate 
of the right claas should bo encouraged lo 
settle in tho country plucoa, and the novvs- 
papor which tries to creuto the impression 
that the Provincial Government does not 
troat tho sottlora who do enmo fairly, does 
tho Prsvlnco a very serious injury. 

Intending immigrants when they read tho 
interview with the Rov. C. Saugstud in 
Wednesday's Times are very likely to 
abandon their intontion. TIhb is certainly 
tho effect that the article is cal- 
culated to produce, whatevor tho Intontion 
of tho interviewer may have been. Some of 
tho statements coDtuined in tho article are, 
aa Mr. Saugstad stated, untrtio, and the In- 
terviewer has vory Ingeniously contrived to 
give a false coloring to what waa suid to 
him by tho rovorend gentleman. Tho improa- 
siou which tho Times convoya ia that ho is 
queruloua und complaining, and that ho and 
hia fellow colonists fear that the Gov- 
ernment will uot keop faith with them. 
Now, Mr. Saugstad ia tho very 
opposite of a grievance mongor. Ho doeB 
not complain of tho way in which tho colon- 
ists have boen troatod by tho Government. 
Ho does not grumblo about tho hardships 
which tho settlers have to endure. He Ib 
nob in tho least discontented. Ho speaks 
oarnoBtly about tho road through tho aottlo- 
ment which tho Bottlers need ao badly, but 
ho ia very rotisonablo. Ho ahowa clearly 
that a wharf ia alio a neooaaity, but ho 
at-ks for that not ua u right 
but as a favor. When tho Timea 
represents him us Baying what Ib not true 
about tho roadmaking whioh haa boen done, 
it doea the good man a groat Injuatfce. Tho 
fact thab ho ia making preparations to re- 
ceivo another band of pioneers iB of itself a 
sufficient contradiction to much that appears 
ici tho Times interview. The simple truth 
seems to bo that tho Norwegian coioniata are 
well pleased with tho pirt of tho country in 
which they have Bettlod and they tuliy ex- 
pece before very long to make Bslla Coola or 
Now Norway a 11 lurishing settlement.

" I Bhould let her dlstinotly understand thab 
we vlow her as a menace to tho peace and 
socurity of our country, and I should treat 
her accordingly." 

After this the Canadian who tries to make 
his oountrymen bo'leve thab Amoriouus are 
ready to deal fairly and liberally with their 
country, may bo aot down oither ua a crafty, 
uusorupu'ous politician who wantu to en- 
trap thorn in'o annexation, or a conceited 
ignoramus who has not read what AmetiJ 
oanB havo aaid and written on tho subjoct, 
and who believes that thoy must bo friendly 
and liberal in matters rotating to trado be- 
caujo ho auys they aro. 

PROPHECY AND FACT. 

Thero is a good de;il of political prophoey- 
Ing in those days, We aro told that tho 
benefits which tho Dominion farmors are to 
derive from British froo trade will be many 
and great. Tho eamo kind of predictiona 
woro made whon freo trado was eatnbliahtd 
in Groa": llrltuin. The Mark Lano Express, 
tho mouthpiece cf tho English farmora, haa 
roproducod quite a numbor of thoao predic- 
tions and has Bhown how they have boon 
fulfilled. Tho oonlrasb botwoen prophecy 
and fulfilment in edifying reading. Here 
ib ia : 

Prophecy. — Lsnd would uot bo driven 
out of oultivatiou by the repeal of the corn 
laws. 

Fact. —Nearly Ii, 500, 000 teres have been 
driven out. 

Prophecy. — Land ownora have nothing to 
four from freo trado in corn, 

Fact. — H :nta and agricultural land values 
have fallen from :i0 to 50 por cent. 

Prophecy. — lo a country growing in pop 
ulation and advancing in prosperity, land 
always inorouses in vuluo und without any 
holp from the owucrB. 

Faoo.— If all the land in cultivation 
twonty years ago was worth £50 an acre, 
und has fallen 40 per cent., that ia a loaa of 
£•20 an aero. 

Prophecy. — Tho land of England would 
produce 25,000,000 quarters of wheat per 
annum. 

Pact— In lNb'2 wo grew 17,000,000 quar- 
ters ; in 1S<W about 7,000,000. 

Prophecy — We should always hvve a na- 
tural protection of 10*. 61. per quartor oil 
wheat in tho shape of carriuga frum abroad. 

Fact — FixightH for wheat are now below 
u quarter, and it haa been carried freo aa 
ballast. 

Propheoy— We might uh woll doubt that 
the Btin would riao on tho morrow ub doubt 
that in ten years every civilized nation on 
earth would have followed our freo trade 
example 

Fi.c -- Not a ningln nation on earth has 

followed our rxample, and all urn heavily 
t ixing our goods; in return for a free maiket 
hero. 

In tho fi.co of hundreds of statements 
such as the ubovo tho Grits would have tho 
pcoploi of Canada believe that British free 
trade has worked like u charm in England 
and ih-tt everyone in Ba'bficd with it.

I did not aay 
that ' ourpoople are disappointed on Beveral 
mattora,' tor wo are not disappointed. I 
did not say that 1 we hive done considerable 
work on tho road, and could possibly etrivo 
to carry it forward if tho govornmont would 
givu ua aomo pledge to recoup ua two or 
three years hence.' Wo have aasurodly 
done considerable work on tho trail, for 
which tho government haa allowed us pay- 
ment for our labor, and we will continue tne 
work, which includes not u little corduroy 
building and bridging. 

" It is truo that I said 1 wo have written 
to Victoria several times but ail the roply 
we got is to tbe ilT-jct that when the govern- 
ment ia satisfied of the pormaueucy of tho 
colony the aasistanoo promised will bo given 
us.' It was to givo this assurance, which 
tho government bad a poifict right to ask 
for, that I came down to Victoria. The 
government, ua noon aa tho poaitiou of affairs 
was mado plain, reaogalzsd our assurances 
aa sufficient anil the point is thus satisfiO' 
borily dispoced of. Ic was not my statement 
that 'that ia where tne troublo lios 
and the spirit of dlscontont arises,' 
nor did I aay anything that 
would justify the statement that ' it is hard 
to aay what [he colonists will do if tho gov- 
ernment fails to keep Ha contract with them, 
but they are hardly in a humor to ha tritlid 
with.' I don't know whore tho Times' re- 
porter could hive g-jt thia idja ; cor:»ia'y 
not from mo.

Continued from Third Page. 



Labbe in my life before ; 1 heard the bulk 
of too conversation ; Lubbo did not say 

"You If ho had I would 

have hoard it ; I heard all the reat of tho 
convocation ; Wilson had a Bhort conversa- 
tion with mu and asked mo what I thought 
of It ; I said it was an unfortunate affair j it 
was not a hoavy blow Lubbo struck ; I was 
at the meo'.ing in the olty hall tho night 
provious; Mr. Wilson made reference to 
tho Eiquimalt waterworks and said they 
wanted to unload a rotten concern on the 
city and he was tho man who stopped it ; 
that waa the Bonse of his remarks ; he uBed 
the word " bonus." 

GroBB examined by Mr. Smith — I know 
Mr. Wilson Bpobo of tho E k N. water- 
workB. I don't think Lubbo's namo waa 
mentioned at the meeting. I think Wilson 
was the first to aay " good morning." 

Jas. Wilby sworn— Saw Mr. Wilson 
standing at the right hand side of the 
entrance at the time of the assault ; Mr. 
Cartmel waB on tho oppoaito side of tho hall 
when Mr. Lubbe entered and wont towards 
Mr. Cartmul ; some conversation eneued. I 
hoard Lubbo say, " Uamu you, why did you 
lie about mo in tho papers," and Btruck 
Wilson. The blow did not knock WilBon 
down. Wilson stooped down and picked 
np his hat and put it on his head. Did not 

ho*r Lubbe Bay " You ." I would 

have heard him if ho had spoken in tho 
same tone as the rest of his conversation. 

Cross examined by Mr. Smith — Constable 
Redgrave did not pick Mr. Wilson up. 

ThomaB Hooper, architect, sworn — I waB 
at tho meeting the night boforo the election ; 
Mr. Wilson in his addross alluded to the 
Esquimalt Waterworks Co.; he was some- 
what excited ; ho said the Waterworks Co. 
wore trying to unload the waterworks on 
tho city, and only for him would have un- 
loaded a gigantic Bwindlo on tho city. 

M. Egan gave ovldenco that Mr. WilBon 
Bent for him on oleotion day and told him of 
tho ussault, but at tho cllioo they had not 
thought the matter worth a bullotin ; ho 
thought Mr. Wilson deBired a bulletin at 
Campbell's corner, so that it would have an 
effect on voteB. 

John Borryman, sworn— I waa prenent at, 
the assault ; I Baw Mr. Lubbe como in ; I 
think Mr. Cartmel Bald "good morning," 1 
did not take particular notice ; Mr. Lubbe 
turned round from addressing Mr. Cartmel. 
Someone Baid "good morning" thon, and Mr. 
Wilson put out his hand toward Mr. Lubbe 
with the intention of shaking hands ; Mr. 

Lubbe said " You scoundrel, you spoke 

of mo at tho meeting last night ; I should 

havo wrung your neck," and struck 

him ; Mr. Wilson did not fall ; if Redgrave 
had picked him up I would havo seen it ; 
I was very cIobo to them but did not pay 
much attention to all that waa said ; I did 

not hear Mr. Lubbe say " You 

"; I would have heard it if ho had used 

those wordB. 

Theodore Lubbo, tho licensed , was thtn 
sworn— I remember tho 17th January and I 
know the complainant Wileoo ; for a long 
time I had passed him without recognizing 
him : on this particular morniDg I rea'l tho 
paper and unfortunately came across tho ac- 
count of what Wilson had suid at the city 
hall tho night provious ; I was annoyed but 
notmorothanduring the precedingsix months 
at the way he epoke of me ; I went down 
town to vote and hoard that what Mr. Wil- 
son had said was worse than was in tho 
paper ; at the door I saw Mr. WilBon on the 
east side and Mr Cartmel on the west ; Mr. 
WilBon saw mo coming ; I moved over ao as 
to avoid him and stopped into the entrance 
facing Mr. Cartmel : I said to Mr Cartmel, 
" Do you stand here all day?" and was 
speaking to him when Mr. Wileon moved 
round to cut me off and held out his hand 
with a smile on his face, ami said " good 
morning " ; I said " How dare you spoak to 
me you infernal scoundrel, go away acd 
leave me alone " ; my hand came over very 
slowly bnt very heavy and I bent forward 
and prossed my fist against Mr. Wilson's 
lips (laughter); there was no blow; Wil- 
Bon Baid " This is interesting " ; I put my 
umbrella between us to parry, and the 
policeman came between us ; I Baid to Wil- 
Bon " If I had been at the meet- 
ing last night I would have wrung 
yourntck." I did uot Btriko a blow. If I 
had Btruck him a blow at that time I would 
not bo here charged with assault. 

Cross examined by Mr. Smith— I would 
have passed him with contempt if ho had 
not stopped mo. I had no grudgo against 
him— merely contempt. I did not tumble 
Wilson ovor. 

Hoo. Mr. Pooley in addressing tho court 
Baid that though the charge hud boon made 
under tho new code, tho court had power to 
Inflict a fine, but tho caso was so trivial that 
he would usk to have it dismissed. Tho 
aspersions cast on tho waterworks company 
in which Mr. Lubhe was one of tho principal 
men, naturally had tho effeotof Infliming 
his mind. He hud not intended assaulting 
Mr. Wilson, and would not havo done so 
bnt for Mr. Wilson's advances in tho hall- 
way. Tho evideuco, ho held, showed that 
Mr. Lubbo had not mado ubu of the worda 
that were attributed to him, and that he 
had received great provocation. 

Mr. Smith, for tho crown, spoko briefly, 
arguing that tho aBsault had undoubtedly 
beon committed, and without any direct 
provocation. 

Hia Lordship, summing up, said that 
though tho charge waa brought under the 
aeotion making it an indictable offonco to 
commit an assault within two miles of a 
polling booth on oloctiou day, it had evi- 
dently ri feienco to assaults growing out of 
tho election, Buch as an attempt to prevent 
a mun oxoroiHing his franchise. Horo there 
was praciically not a sorioua assault, 
though olearly an aBsault had been com- 
mitted. He t hought that) a sufficient pun- 
ishment would bo tho infliction of a fine of 
§25, and ho gave judgment aooordingly. 



WHAT ABOUT THE HOttS ? 

To the Editor,— I havo hoarcL. a good 
deal said about hog raising, and tho opinions 
of peoplo seem to vary greatly. Some say 
there la no money in raising them; othera 
aay, yes, thore ia lota of monoy in raising 
hogs. 1 would liko to know how it is that 
there is no monoy in raising them. I havo 
had a good deal to do among tho hogs, and 
all through my lifa I havo tokon notice of 
thorn, their different ways and experiments 
in foeding them, trying to find out what arrt 
of food is the heat for them, different ways 
of treating the hog. I find it does not lie alto- 
gether in the food you give them, (yet a 
groat doal does) to make them profitable, 
thoro are some begs that will grow faster 
and fatten quickor on leas feed than othor 
broods. This breed in what tho farmor 
wants regardless of coBt. Ho not only gotB 
hia piga into market oarlier and of a hotter 
quality, but can feed moro on tho same 
quantity of foed than ho could with the 
othor breed I loarn that a butoher wanta 
his hogs to dross about 150 pounds. You 
take a young pig eight month's old and fat- 
ten it so it will dress 150 pounds, and you 
will fiad that thore is a good deal of loan 
moat mixed through tho fat, for a pig that 
ogo oannot fatten to that woight without 
growing a good doal. I also find to make 
hogB profitable you want to got thorn into 
market at an early age, say oight or nino 
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months. To do thiB you want tho breed 
hir -vill grow fast and fatten caBy. This 
breed ia tho Chester white awine. They arc 
t-eumniug the principal breed of hoga in the 
States, and into whatever stato they are in- 
troduced they tako the lead. I imported 
this breed for my own uso, but people oima 
to me for the breed and so I have prepared 
myself with tho best) stock that I could buy 
in any part of tho U S A. I find my Cliost- 
er white pigs givo me a larger profit thin 
my neighbors can make out of their breeds, 
and I am satisfied that they will become the 
loading hogs in this country. 

There iu money in raising hoga the right 
way, but so long us a person thinks that be- 
causo his pig has a noso, four feet and a tail, 
bo can mako money out of them, he will 
never make the returns his neighbor does 
who goes ahead and keops only those kiuds 
that cm be marketed at tl^ht or nine 
months of age and require less feed.

To the Editor:— The comparative cost 
of the various kinds of pavements used i" 
Toronto, aB given in tho report: of the 
Hureau of Mines, formerly referred to, is ao 
follows, includinp foundations : 

Per square yard. 

Cedar block on fi-inch sand JO 75 

Cedar block on Oinch coneroto I 

Linht aephilt, I Inch concrete. 2-inch 

aBphalt 2 10 

Vitrified brick on 1 inch concroio 2 25 

Heavy asphalt, (j inch concroio 21-inch 

asphalt 2 GO 

Granite sots on 6 inch concroio 3 86 

Scoria blocks on ti inch concrete 1 00 

" The city authorities are very favorable 
to tho uso Ml brick as a paving material, 
considering it suitable for trnilic of any 
kind, whether heavy or litrh t. If good pav- 
ing bricks were made here and sold for tho 
same price as that charged by the United 
StateH manufacturers in their own markets, 
$9 to §10 50 per thousand, a saving of from 
05 cents to 75 cents por cquare yard over 
present cost would bo effeotod, whioh would 
reduce tho cost of brick pavemout to practio- 
ally that of cedar blocks. Iu such a stato of 
affairs thore would bo no choice botween tho 
two kinds of pavement. Tho malodorous, 
bumpy, shortlived block would disappear 
for over befjro tho clean, smocth, warm- 
colored and durable brick. There are miles 
of cedar block pavements Iu Toronto, the 
report aayB, which are approaching the 
point when they must cither bo renewed or 
roplaced by somo better material. It would 
bo a calamity if cedar blocks wore again 
laid to furnish a repetition of the nuisance 
which this kind of pavement becomes in its 
unlovely old age ; while on tho other hand, 
a public benefit of no mean ordor would bo 
conferred by replacing them with Bmooth, 
lasting and sanitary brick roadways.

A Letter From the Father of Ten— How 
to Make tho Host of the Heal — The 
Greatest of Woman' A Rights— An, Ideal 
Mission.

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.HESB articles of 
mine, dear reader, as 
all articles must bo 
that liopo to make 
and retain friends, 
are written primarily 
out of experience and conviction. Every 
ono of them the writer fondly hopes 
contains at, least a modicum of practical 
sonso philosophy or truth applicable to 
real life. Yet, for the most part, this 
has to be taken on faith, and really it 
might in many cases bo difficult, if not 
impossible, despite tho utmost, sincerity 
of conviction, to cite actual everyday 
instances exemplifying propositions set 
down as axiomatic. Moreover, the rap- 
port between writer and reader is vague, 
considering the oftentimes intimate na- 
ture of the subjects discussed between 
thorn. Writings for the press are but 
scattered leaves, or, to indulge in a 
very ambitious comparison, seeds tossed 
to the wind, to fall upon good ground 
or rocky, as tho wind listoth. Areono's 
ideas really disseminated to any pur- 
pose? Does the good article do any good? 
And obversely, in thocaseof tho article 
wo were dubious about, are out worst 
foars realized? Who can tell? Nobody 
unless it bo now and again a chance ac- 
quaintance who reads and then "an- 
swers back. " That is what a correspond- 
ent has done apropos of some recent 
remarks of miuo about unhappy mar- 
riages, and ho does it in so happy a 
vein — to say nothing of his corrobora- 
tion of my own opinions — that I feel it 
a privilege to embody his letter here- 
with. The writer is an established and 
prosperous merchant of New York city. 

"In a spare moment today," ho says, 
"I read in a newspaper a letter written 
by you and beaded 'Idols Made of Clay, ' 
referring to tho infelicities of married 
lifo. It should bo road by every young 
man of 15 years and over, as it gives 
tho reason for so much uuliappiuoss. If 
every man were as puro in his hfo as he 
expects the woman to be, there would 
bo a marvelous difference in tho health 
of children, and that alone would add 
much to tho sum of happiness. When I 
sat down to dinner on Christmas day 
with my ton children around me (from 
ti months to 2-1 years old), all well and 



probably does uofc exist in a majority of 
cases. Thoir opinion, in tho exact 
words of ono of thorn, is that "fcho 
causo of divorco iu tho vory largo ma 
jority of cases is tho potty quarrels bo 
tween tho parties." And whoovor has 
paid any attention to tho matter knows 
that thero is a great doal in this latter 
causo. Byron's significant remark to 
Mooro apropos of his own colobrated 
case was that tho real cause of bis sop 
aration from Lady Byron was "too triv- 
ial ovor to bo found out." 

If men generally sot up for tho worn 
en they marry a far highor standard 
than they ever think of applying to 
themselves, it is also truo that tho com- 
mon error of those wives is to oxpoct 
too much of marriage. Too ofton thoy 
sooni to think that as soon as this Bu 
bicon is crossed everything will go mag- 
ically right, and they will "live happi 
ly ever after. " Why, disillusion is ono 
of tho first conditions of conjugal con 
tentmontl If ideals woro grasped at tho 
outset, thoy would furnish no incon 
tivo to that aspiring strugglo and self 
sacrifice which are tho inspiration of 
every true life, married or single. The 
ideal must ovor bo beyond and above 
us, while wo push on and do tho best 
wo can with the real that surrounds us. 

It is the misunderstanding and rovolt 
against conditions natural and just, or 
at least universal, that causo sulks, 
pouts, sharp words, jealousies, "idle 
tuars" — in short, those petty quarrels — 
The little rift within tho lute 
That renders all the music mute. 
Ambitious rulers have divorced thoir 
consorts bocauso thoy hail no children, 
but, what shall wo say of disunions grow- 
ing out of quarrels ovor tho naming of a 
child, or its education, or beoanse either 
father or mother is jealous of tho baby, 
or because tho baby is a "nuisance any- 
way?" Yet most of us have witnessed 
just those tilings, and not for the last 
time either unless tho world bo sudden- 
ly grown bettor. 

Tho whole world was startled recently 
by the news that M. Cnsiniir-Perier, 
tho president of the French republic, 
had suddenly resigned his exalted oflico 
— deserted his post in a time of danger, 
his more relentless critics said. And 
tho severity of criticism upon this abrupt 
action has augmented a hundredfold, 
now that it is explained by tho coinci- 
dent separation of the ex-president and 
his wife. A domestic quarrel, then, 
was at the bottom of it all! As to tho 
preciso nature of this quarrel, common 
report is as yet discreetly silent, but 
judging from tho laxity of tho French 
code in regard to such matters, and in 
view of tho motto noblesso oblige so 
proudly" exemplified in many an old 
world aristocracy, it may safely bo said 
that tho causo was a trifling one as 
compared with tho gravity of tho scan- 
dal. Examples of proud reticence and 
forbearance on tho part of men and 
women of noblo or high social rank aro 
apparent on every hand today. Take, 
for instance, tho White House at Wash- 
ington. No scandal lias ever cast its 
shadow thorn in more than 100 years. 
Yet every ono acquainted with tho in- 
ner history of Washington life knows 
that on at least one occasion within tho 
presont century such a calamity has 
been averted only by the heroio resolu- 
tion of individuals to Buffer iu silence 



hearty and the 'dear mother as young rather than risk a national disgrace. 



looking as many girls of 20, I could not 
but think of why we were so blessed. 
Shall I give you ono reason which came 
into my mind? I mot my wife when sho 
was a girl of 12, la schoolboy of 15, 
and from that day to this 1 have never 
allowed myself to live ono iota below 
tho level of the life I expected her to 
live. We have never lost a child, never 
had a quarrel, and with us married lifo 
has boon for 125 years worth living. " 

Is not. this charming? Is it not reas- 
suring? Here at last, at this end of a 
century not at all distinguished for 
philosophic content in its human gener- 
ations, is the truly happy man for whom 
tho ancient monarch advertised in vain. 
His happiness stands out, tho more 
strongly in relief, as contrasted with 
what may be called tho common lot in 
marriage, for ill assorted marriages and 
precipitate divorces aro tho bane of 
modern si iciety. 

My correspondent was not. only posi- 
tive m testifying to his own felicity, 
but equally so in account i ng for it. And 
unquestionably ho is right — .as far as 
bis individual case is concerned. This 
demand lor a more equitable division of 
moral responsibility between husband 
and wifi particularly in regard to what 
is called personal parity, was the main 
point in my former pages to which at- 
tention has been called. But this after 
all is only one branch of one sidoof tho 
subject. There tire some serious things 
which might bo said to women concern- 
ing this matter on their side of it. 

It may not tie amiss here, however, 
to throw overboard tho heavier ballast 
of moral ethics and devote some atten- 
tion to trifles. 1 mean those trifles 
which, under cover of indiff 
neglect, grow to be momentous and in 
tho long run work as much ruin to do- 
mestic peaco as tho cardinal sins them- 
selves. When one thinks of the real 
calamities in which occasionally pro 



This is the spirit in which truo men 
and women ought to regard tho duties 
and obligations of married lifo toward 
ono another and the world at large. 
While there is some divergence of 
I views between Protestants and lloman 
j Catholics regarding the validity of mar- 
j riage, yet both alike must applaud the

'. letters: "You have only to look around 
you, to road our daily journals, to listen

Do not these words suggest undovol-

fact, is that in these days we hear a good 
deal more about woman's prerogatives 
than about her duties. I am much of 
the same mind as Francos Willard 
when sho says that tho mission of the 
idoal woman is to make the whole 
world more homelike.

Four Colorado Women Who Aro Holding 
Prominent Political Positions. 

It is rather a curious fact that tho 
four Colorado women now prominent 
in politics wero all born in tho oast, but 
went west oarly enough in lifo to ac- 
quire its spirit. Allied to eastern tradi- 
tion aro tho western freedom and inde- 
pendence. 

Mrs. Angenotto J. Poavoy, who is tho 
first woman to servo as superintendent 
of public instruction, is descended from 
tbo Upham family of Massachusetts and 
traces bor family troo back to tho days 
of William tho Conqueror. Sho com- 
pleted her education at Racine, Wis., 
and for tea years taught in tbo public 
sohools. Sho was married in 1801, but 
her husband loft hor shortly afterward 
to enter tho Union army. Ho never ro- 
turnod, and sho has supported herself 
and daughter in a manner that proves 
her to bo a woman of executive ability 
and great force of character. Sho taught 
school, managed a book .and stationery 
story and did newspaper work. At first 
sho was assistant managor of tho Ra-

Sho 
is not only a ready speaker, but a clover 
writer, contributing to eastern papers.

The Comment of tho Italian PresB on a 
Horrible Slaughter in 
Colorado. 



An Infuriated Mob Wreaks Summary 
Tengeance of Men in Custody 
Under Suspicion, 



Denver, Maroh 14.— A special to tbo 
News from Walaenburg, Col , Bays: Four 
(load bodies are now in tlio hand., ol thu 
coroner of Huorfano county aa the result of 
tho veugeanoo wreaked last night on tho 
Italian miners who woro charged with the 
killing of Abnor Hixou at Ruueo last Sun- 
day night, and two more Italians havo un 
questionably been riddled will; ballots by 
friends of tho Baloonkoopor, K/ery n.an 
against whom there was the slightest sus- 
picion of complicity in tho lulling 
has mot with summary punishment. 
Three of tho four bodies are tho-c 
of Hixon'a alleged sseiulai:ts ( and tho 
fourth is that of Joe Webby, wiio was driv- 
ing four of tho Italians to j til in a Wagon 
when ho met hla death. Though the mob 
commenced its work Tuesday evening it was 
not until Wednesday morning that they 
completed tholr work cf ruvongo, after 
having killed threo ol tho suspected 
homicides and brought death to tho 
young wagon driver, who had no- 
thing to do wiih tho killing nf 
Hixon. When the throe Italians captured 
from thu wagon at Boar oroek bridge, where 
WelBby waskilled, had beon made away with, 
tho determined mob waited for tho excite- 
ment to 6ubaido and then came to tho county 
jiil hero and a few minutes before 1 o'clock 
this morning oompleted the work of revongo. 
Konohetto, who had beon wounded in tho 
breast at tho Bear creek trouble, was found 
aBleop in tho calaboose wi:h Lorenzo. 

1'he guards placed at the jail, William 
Smith and Honry Farr, were playing high 
fivo when a rap canio at tho ou:or door. 
Thoy OBked who was there and were told it 
was Sheriff O'Malloy. They unbarred tho 
entrance, and Instead of seeing O'Malloy 
they looked down tho barrels of two re- 
volvers in the hands of two masked mo.-i 
The exporionco of others earlier iu the night 
taught them to obey tho commands to throw 
down their pistols and throw up their hands. 
While tho first two men ojvered Farr 
and Smith with their pidtols, another pair, 
with their faco3 hidden with handkerchief* 
and carrying gunB in their hands, stalk- cl 
in. One of the last arrivals picked up from 
the table tho keys to the cell in tho adobe 
jail, and, going buck into the building, 
opoDed the door where lay the Italians. 

The masked men then turned their 
pistols loose on the Iluli .no, who shrieked 
in agony as bullet after bullet was aent 
tearing into their defenseless bodies. One 
of tho first shots must have brought relief to 
Lorenzo. Ronchetto was not bo fortunate 
for ho writhed and groaned in Intense agony 
tor as much as twenty minutes. When thu 
vigilantes felt that their work was sure they 
turned away. A moment or two later the 
•aptors of the two guards backed 
out through the door and shut it 
behind them. Farr and Smith now pick 
cd up their own weapons and fin d fivo shots 
through tho heavy wooden doors after 
the retreatlug men. Summoning up eour 
age, they peered out themselves in a fow 
seconds and, Boeing Bix or eiuht men making 
off on foot across tho railroad tracks, they 
shot at them until their pistols wero empty, 
but without effect. Thoy gave the alarm, 
but before sutiioient men for a pursuit had 
gathered the mon who had done tho latest 
doed woro safely away. A posao was sum- 
moned, and for ten mlnutoB tho now good- 
sized crowd were compelled to watoh and 
hoar tho evidences of Rouchotto'a death 
throes. Tho work so vigorously begun 
early in the evening was now complete and 
every one was sure that the threo Italians 
enptured at tho bridge had loQg since met 
depth. 

At G o'olock Ronohetto, Gieabino, Vittaui 
and Capetti were loaded in a wagon at 
Rouao, six miles from Walsenborg, where 
they had to tonlify us tho Hixon Inquest, 
and woro Btarivd for tho jiil horo. Thn 
prisoners wero in chargo ot Under Sheriff 
Karl Danford and Charles Harriman, assist- 
ant to tho marshal at this plaoo. Harriman 
was mounted on a horao aud rode a few paces 
bohtnd the wagon aB a rear guard. Dan- 
ford sat on the driver'a soat beaido young 
Joo Welsby, who handled tho horsts. Five 
miles cf driving brought tho wajmn to tho 
bridge ovor Hoar creek. Harriman heard 
horsemen cantering up behind him, and 
turned his head to see who was coming 
By this timo a masked man wan at his either 
side, and though it was almost pitchy black, 
ho could seo that when they told him to die- 
mount they had something very porauuaivo 
pointed into his face. Ho jumped from his 
horso and was told to got out. Ho did not 
dovelop sufficient speed as a Bprintcr, bur 
some shots fired into tho earth at his hoole 
made him sot out at a good rato for town. 
Meanwhilo somo othora of tho masked men 
rodo up beaido tho wagon. Their command 
to stop was obeyed. They then told the 
four prioonera to jump out, and began firing 
their pistols. Welsby fell to tho ground 
deid, with two bullet holoa through his 
body, one in tho neck and ono through tho 
chest. Rochotto received a alight llosh 
wound in tho breast. Danford and Harri- 
man eoon arrived hero, and Sheriff 
O'Malley and other (flicors started 
to the scene, They canto upon 
WoUby'a dead body and also found Ron- 
chotto crouching by tho roadside. Ho was 
again taken into custody, and when he had 
rocovered himself said tho horaomon had 
taken hia comrades to a neighboring field. 
Dilligont search failed to find them, hr.w- 
evor, and though mauy searchers have been 
out all day, no tracoa of the bodies of 
(Japiotti and Gioabino have been found. 
Vittani'a corpse wua found at 2 o'olock thia 
afternoon on tho bank of Hoar crock, ono- 
fourth of a mllo oast of whore tho wagon 
was attacked. It was riddled with bulleta. 

A coroner's jury thiB morning investigated 
tho killing of Welsby und rendered a verdict 
that ho mot his doath at tho hands of por- 
aona unknown. An inquest ovor Lorenzo 
and Ronohetto In now in progross, and tho 
testimony thua far adduood warrants tho 
belief of a similar finding In their caaes, 

Tho trouble is believed to bo ovor, and 
the excitement is fu b subsiding, oxcopt 
among tho Italian miners, of whom there 



are about 100 In tho distriot, who are con- 
gregating, terror atriokt-n, at Brunnell'a 
saloon. Tho II alian oonaul at New York 
wired Joo Alrtran this morning inquiring 
into tho killing, but it is now doubtful 
whether complications with Italy will arise, 
sinco threo and poasiLly four of tho dead 
men have renounced their allegiauco. 

No satisfactory motive for rue wholesale 
killing can be learned. 

W hilo the friends of tho murdered meu nro 
rji ill iutensoly excited there ia little proba- 
bility that they will attempt to rosort to 
violence. There are a large nuinbor of Ital- 
ians in Denver and they aro loud In thoir 
denunciations of the aluyera of their country- 
men but ha vomadenoattempt to organize, and 
are closely watched by the polico, for whom 
they have u wholesome respeot, Although 
loud threats of vengeance aro made on every 
hand there 18 lack of concerted action, 
which indicates that ihere fc'ill bo no aerioua 
trouble. Governor Molutyra ia iu readiness 
to send troops at a moment's notice should 
any necessity for pitch notion ariso. 

Rome, Mirch 14 — Saveral newspapers 
ointment tc-day upon the Italian murders iu 
Colorado. All deplore the slaughter whilo 
revaluing from violrnt language. The 
Tribuna a,iys that tho American government 
ought to keep the dootrino of aiate'o rlghlii 
from enabling each state becoming in turn 
the aay'um cf asa„aaina. 

TRAFFIC TO THE ORIENT. 

Canadian and Hound Lines Cannot Take 
Portland Freight Offering 

San Francisco, Maroh 14. — All the 
freight accommodation on tho Bteamer City 
of Peking, which 6ails to day for China and 
Japan, baa beon taken. Tho principal item 
ol her cargo ia flour. ContraotB aro beiug 
made for flour shipments on both the Pa- 
cific Mail and Occidental anil Oriontal 
ateamora as far ahead as May 1. The 
reason given for this rush for freight spaco 
on the part of flouring men ia tho demand 
for room made by tho Portland millers. 
B'lcur ia being manufactured in Oregon und 
shipped to Hongkong by wuy of San Fran- 
cisco bnd put on tho Oriental market to 
eompeto with tho products of California. 
Tho Oregon people ai e shut nut from ship- 
ping by the Canadian and Northern Pacific 
steamoru for ttio renaon that theso lines aro 
oirryirg all the cargo they can handle. 
With 1'ugot Sound shutout from thorn, tho 
O.ogou millers had only ono recourse left to 
them and that was to ship by the pacifio 
Mail and Oriental lines. What arrange- 
ments havo been made with the Pacific 
Coaat Steamship Company to transport flour 
to San Francisco is a aocrecy. A special 
rate it ia understood haa been glvon to Oro- 
gon by the local China linea whioh OQablea 
them to eompeto with tho California mills. 
Tho latter naturally havo a preforenco when 
it comes to shipping for thn reoBon that thoy 
aro tho direct supporters cf the Pacific Mail 
and Occidental and Orientul linea and bo- 
oauao they pay regular rates. To ahut out 
the Portland mon to as great an oxtent aa 
poBaible, nearly all ths Hour apace haB been 
ongagod on tho ateamora to sail between this 
date and May. 



ANOTHER SAMOAN WAR. 

The .Natives Have Planted Nothing and Are 
Out for a Fight. 

San Francisco, March 14. — Correspon- 
dence to tho U. P. por steamer Arawu, un- 
dor dato, Apia, Samoa, is as f illowa : TIib 
rebel party is in groat force in Leulumoego, 
being ,'1,000 strong in Aana aud well sup- 
plied with arms and ammunition. Thoy are 
to moeb in ctunoil tj-dny to determine 
what oourao to bo pursued. It will no 
doubt be tho usual prngrammo of impoeaible 
demands mado upon King Maliotoa in refer- 
ence to ubdiaatiouor a suggestion of divided 
authority. These being naturally declined, 
war will onsuo without any doubt. Mis- 
sionaries from outlying etationB say that 
nothing ia being planted and nothing in the 
nature of work can be done. A half- 
custo named Taylor reoontly cir- 
culated a report that tho late 
Robert LouiB Stevenaon was some fow 
monthe ago in somo w.-y connected with tho 
importation and su'o to tho Atu rebols of a 
quantity of rifles aud ammunition. Lloyd 
Oaborno, the departed novelist's stepson, in 
a letter to tho local press Days this ia an at- 
tempt to villify tho dead and tho public gon- 
erally discredit it. Taylor has boen arrest- 
ed and ohargod with criminal libol. 



SOUTH AMERICA'S STANDING. 

Several European Powers Agree That It Is 
Rather Deplorable Financially, 

Rome, March 14, — A green book concern- 
ing tho troubles between tho European 
powers and Vcnezuolu was given to tho pub- 
lic yesterday. It was compiled by the 
French, Gorman, Spanish and Belgian mln- 
iatoia, to V^zuui^ w h communicated 
it to tho Italian minister. It doah 
at length with the difficulty of ob 
taining compensation for loss Bustain- 
ed by Europeans during' tho civil war, 
and commouta sharply on tho method of tho 
Caracas government. Tho opinion is ex- 
pressed that strong preaBuro may bo noces 
sary to induco Vonc zuela to act upon tho 
European olaims owing to her trying to 
evede tho execution of tho obligations ; tho 
peculiarity of South American countries aa 
to indemnities and the deplorable condition 
of the treaeury. The book doolaros it 
utterly UBeleaa to roaort to tho law 
courts, as the high court of justice 
would require at loaat ten yearB to 
cxamino tho claims. Moreover, tho book 
saya, tho Venezuelan judiciary aa now or- 
ganized, does not doaervo confidence, and 
whoro tho state ia interested the judgo, 
before giving judgment, confers with tho 
chief magistrate to loarn what judgment ho 
shall pronounce. The ministorB recommend, 
therefore, a mixed International commission 
to alt in Caracas with powor to hoar and de- 
termine all claims of foreigners arising from 
their viewo. 



A Warship In Peril. 

London, March 15 —Tho steamer May- 
fair, from Barcolona, roports that on the 
10th she aightod the missing Spanish war- 
ship Reina Regente between Tarifa and 
Cape Eapantel. Tbo Worship hid lo8t her 
funnel and bridge and was apparently In an 
unmanageable condition, although aho did 
not rtqueBt assistance. The Mayfair's cap 
tain docs not think that aho would have 
boen ablo to outrido tho atorm which pro- 
vailed. 

Tho Reina Regento la believed to have 
foundered off the coast of Morocco daring a 
recent gale. She had a orow of 120, officers 
and mon. Pieces of one of her boats and 
semaphore flags havo boon picked up along 
coaot near Ceutla and Tarifa. The missing 
veBsel hud juat conveyed the returning Moor 
isn mission to Tangier. She lift that port 
March 10 for Cad;/. 

The I inn s Arc Improving. 

London, March 14, — Professor Bryce 
president of tho board of trude, aaid at tho 
dinner of tho Associated Cnambera of Com- 
merce last evening, that tho eigna of a buai- 
ncBB revival wore multiplying everywhere, 
and especially in tho Unircd Statea, aince 
the settlement of the tariff question, Am- 
bassador Bayard, in behalf of tho visitors,
